signed for war use, barbed wire, horse', 
shoes and shoeing outfits.

Article 47 provides that any person 


belonging to the armed forces of 
enemy and found on a neutral war 
vessel may be .made a prisoner of war 
even though there be no ground for 
seizing the vessel.

conforms to the attitude taken by the 
United States in the famous 'Mason 
and Slidell case during the civil war 
when those men were taken from the 
British steamer.

In early life Col. Kent was active in 


politics as a Republican.

years. He was a member of the House 
in 1SC2, 1SGS, 1860, and 1SS3, and wa? 
state senator in 18S5. He was a statf 
bank commissioner in 1866, 1S67 and 
1SGS, and was moderator for ihe tow;; 
of Lancaster for more than 20 years.

Colonel Kent was three times Demo- 
cratic Candidate for Congress, and wa? 
twice Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor of the state.

They had two children, n 
daughter, Bcrnice Emily, and a son.

If no detectives were about, the 


kidnappers promised they would get 
the money and deliver the boy safely 
to the father in the hotel at Ashtabula 
at 3 o'clock Sunday morning. 


Whitla deposited- the money as re- 


quested, but the 
Ashtabula 
police 


learned of the plans to pay the ransom 
tnd went to the park. 
The kidnap- 


pers are supposed to have seen them, 
for at 3 o'clock the money was intact 
and not a man had approached the 
spot at which it had been left. 


Whitla had a score of detectives 


In readiness in this city to start a 
search for the kidnappers as soon as 
ue had secured the boy. The detect- 
ives left for Sharon last night. 


A conference is being held in Shar- 


on, and plans are to be made to at- 
tempt to capture the kidnappers with 
the boy in their possession. 
Whitla 


believes that the failure to effect 
settlement with him Saturday night 
will frighten the kidnappers and they 
will not communicate with him again. 


The police of Ashtabula are unwill- 


ing to believe that the kidnappers 
have left that section of the country. 
Although Whitla has instructed them 
to discontinue their search, as he be- 
lieves it is useless, they are attempt- 
ing to find the hiding place of the 
kidnappers. 


When a press representative called 


at the Whitla house at Sharon last 
night and told Whitla of= the story 
sent out from Cleveland to the effect 
that he had visited Ashtabula for the 
purpose of paying the ransom Whitla 
refused to affirm or deny the report. 


"My sole intent," said he, "is the 


recovery of my boy and not the pun- 
ishment of the kidnappers." He re- 
fused to talk further and, haggard 
.and wearied, be retired to rest.

AGAINST TARIFF TAX 


ON GOOD ROAD MAKING. 


Work For Botter Highways Would Bo 


Halted by Concession to California1! 
Demand For Duty on Asphalt. 
Protesting against the proposal to 


Increase the tariff on asphalt, the Chi- 
cago Tribune, one of the leading Re- 
publican papers of the country, says: 


The California producers of asphalt 


ask that the duties on the competing 
asphalt of Trinidad and Venezuela be 
more than doubled. 
They • say that 


they, who hare to pay railroad freight 
rates across the continent, cannot com- 
pete In the cast with the foreign prod- 
uct, which Is cheaply carried by water. 
This will not be disputed, but It does 
not follow that eastern cities should 
be made to pay more for their pave- 
ments In order-to make a wider and 
better market for one of the minor 
products of a distant stale. 
They 


ought not to be mulcted because the 
freight on a ton of TrinlSad asphalt is 
!?2 and a ton of the California product 
$11. 


"In spite of the alleged insufficiency 


of the present duty the California pro- 
ducers are doing fairly well. Their 
output in 1907'was 98.000 tons,,while 
105,000 were Imported, They have u. 
practical monopoly In several states. 
They have an equal chance with their 
competitors in others. 
They ought, 


under the! circumstances, to be satis- 
fied with that. They should turn theJr 
attention to the lowering of freight 
rates rather than to the raising of du- 
ties. 
That would be a method of 


widening: their market which would 
hurt nobody. 


"The general superiority of asphalt 


for paving purposes Is admitted. Noth- 
ing but the cost stands in the way of 
Its almost universal use. 
Municipali- 


ties and property owners should not1 


be forced 
through legislation 
that 


would add to the cost of asphalt to 
put up with less desirable pavements. 
Those pavements would be likely to 
cost them a little more than the}' do 
now if the cost of paving with asphalt 
were Increased. 


'•'The national government should do 


nothing through its tariff legislation to 
hurt the cnu.se of pood roads and good 
pavements. 
Many counties In many 


states are trying to Improve their roads 
with asphaltlc compounds. They should 
not be .discouraged by the imposition 
of higher duties on asphalt at the re- 
quest of some California producers. 
Crude asphalt should be put on the 
free list as a concession to the inter- 
ests of the city and country communi- 
ties." 


HOW TO COOK CURRANTS..

wnys in which to use this wholesome, 
nourishing fruit.

recipes, unknown except to very few 
cooks: 


Oatmeal Currant Biscuits. — Half 


pound flour, one-quarter pound coarse 
oatmeal, two ounces brown sugar, two 
ounces currants, one gill milk. 
Mix 


the flour, oatmeal and sugar, warm 
the butter in the' milk, add the cur- 
rants and theu work the whole to- 
gether into a paste.

thinly, stamp out Into rounds or other 
ubape, place on a baking tin and bake 
in a moderate oven for about 'twenty" 
minutes.
